PUBLIC POLICY ON STRIKES 
The Vultee aircraft strike, to the extent th a t it 
called attention to the labor problem in a vital de­ 
fense industry, helped to shape public policy on this 
Important m atter. 
It has been reasonably well established th a t the 
strike, now settled, was called for purposes having as 
m uch to do with organized labor politics as w ith the 
welfare of the workers involved in it. 
It was, in a word, the kind of strike Am ericans 
learned about in D etroit, Flint and autom obile m anu­ 
facturing centers--th e tieup of an Industry In con­ 
nection w ith organization strategy. U nions and em ­ 
ployers have tried to avert such strikes by agreem ent, 
som etim es with, som etim es w ithout, success. Clearly, 
It is against public policy th a t any vital Industry 
should be ham pered needlessly by labor troubles. If 
necessary, popular opinion would support legalized, 
compulsory arbitration covering ail disputes in de­ 
fense industries. 
Farsighted labor leaders, it would seem, cannot 
afiord to have it appear th a t they place the right to 
call a strike ahead of everything else in a period 
when nil the productive capacity of every defense 
industry Is urgently needed.
